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Aa on* of the few persona bara who never happened to have 
rial tad tha Philippines, I taka it aa a raal compliment to hare bean 
asked to apeak to all of you Carabaoa who in one way or another 
halpad to make tha Philippine Republic what it ia today. *y lack 
of fi rat-hand knowledge of thoee far Pacific islands, however, doe a 
not permit me exactly to ignore thaw, for whan the Phillppinea 
becama independent ten yeara ago, they automatically became of 
Interest to the Agency that I head., We bear a good deal about 
theae islands froa time to time, end what ww hear usually makes 
as proud of what tha American-nurtured Philippines stand for, parti- 
cularly in tha poat~*ar aglUtioa over "Imperialism.*

To* follow Soviet propaganda, you know that tha naaa of 
any capitalist eountry->and particularly that of the United State#— 
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ia constantly bracketed with tha ward "lap# rial 1st.* As we know 
only too well, Coamnnlst propaganda has had a good deal 0 f success 

with this repetitive approach, daspita the ironies and absurdl ties 
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that it entails. approved 
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The Aaerlcan connection with the Philippine Islands aakea a 
good example of tbs kind of JtMrlean ■ iuperiallsu" that tha Comuu- 
nlata would Ilka to forget. Earn today tha fact ia not without 
significance that whan President Mclinly got word that Spain had 
bean defeated at Kanilla Bay, he did not eaen know where the Philip- 
pine Islands were* By hia own account, he had to look up their 
location on a nap. This was a fine background for a deep-laid 
capitalist plot I Then HcEinly agreed te annexation, but only 
because he could see no feasible alternative to it under the cir- 
cumstances of 1099. But the treaty of annexation contained a 
guarantee that the Philippines would be given independence within 
s stated tine, end, as all the world knows, when the tins cane, 
we honored that guarantee. 

All of this nust have seaated fearfully naive to the C sari at 
government of 1099, and certainly euat seen even no re naive, in 
their private opinion, to the Soviet rulers today . 1st they cannot 
escape the feet that aa a result of this very unlnperlallst policy, 
we have flm friends in tha far Western Pacific who seen to have 
thrived on our * imperialism." 

At lesst we don't find the Filipinos particularly friendly 
to the Soviet Onion oven though it poses as the reel friend of 
countries like theirs, suffering under the heel of Anar lean tyranny 
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The on* important Coswtunist eltmnt in Um Philippines, tha riuks— 
so mb* cine • faw yaara ag o, are now either la jail or scattered to 
tha Junglss — not by any action of oars bat through tha data ruination 
of the Filipinos' own very yoong fonmawt. Tha other Filipino 
eaanxmista consist of a fbw native party neabera ^PlA figures, 3 , 000 - 
5,0007 and som of the overseas Chinese in Manila /Til flcnrea, a bo at 
3,000 oat of *> 00 , 0067 , In other wrds, Comunlen, which never did 
get a very rood start in our fonssr dependency, is now practically 
reduced to a ha nil ess mnant— all through tha efforts of a people 
who certainly would have had a right to resent "capitallst-lmperlallm 
if there ever had been such a thing In their country. 

It could be seid, it see set to bo, that the history of oar con- 
nectlon with the Philippine Islands is a gloving axsaple of how 
A eerie an democracy has worked aad will work In tha world. And I 
an sure that however nodestly yoa night disdain it, naay of you 
gentlsMn, in the coarse of your service in the Philippines, played 
an Important part in building the now Philippi ns Republic, which now 
stands as an lajwrtant obstacle to the progress of international 
cosasaniSB in the Far East,

against tha Coconmists of tha USSR. This aoaas a cruel nay to 
trsat each faithful paopla as our indiganona Harriets who folio wad 
Stalin through thick and thin until tha Iramlin would 1st than 


follow hin no acre I 

And the Aaarlcan ooaauaista am not alons in thair woes. In 
all nen-coMiunist countries tha Marxist faithful hare had to do ao an 
handaona Juggling of ridiculous paradoxes under circunatancaa that 
left than hardly any tenable positions in tha countries wham they 
operate,. 


But these recant cases of extmm eabarraaenent, encouraging 
as they nay be, must not be allowed to lull us into a sense of falsa 
security. International cowatmis* — whatever its upa and downs— 'its 
twisting and turnings — Its Mergers for wowentary advantage with 
political parties within tha democracies — oarer really changes, 

Co an uniat parties am usually snail. In tha Soviet Onion 
itself, tha nenbership of tha party la a minority of tha citlssna. 

But swan in countries where Coanoalsts haw* a voting strength of

five par cant er lass of tha electorate, they have usually been able 
to exert an influence cut of all proportion to thair alas. Tha 
Philippine exaaple la one of many, wham dl aeon tan tad farmers warn 
■any and coa mi nlata few, but wham tha few coma uniats lad tha many 
farmers in a way calculated to do ■axlawtu hara to tha Philippine 
gowemaent. Today in Horth Africa, where tha Coansiists am 
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nuaerically weak, they abet every disruptive mot* taken by extreae 
Nationalist*. In South l marl c* — as in the case of Guatemala where 
they almost succeeded,— the Co muni at fee take advantage of every 
opportunity to r-ile the non— coBewni st nu^jr. 

In addition to the Comunist party organisation*, the Ho sen v 
"asUr plan includes a long list of highly active aai vocal front 
organisations, ready for action in their particular sphere, for 
exasplt: 

(1) The World Federation of Trade (Jniona, which failed in 
ita original plan to dominate all unions organised under the United

(3) The International Onion of Student* and the World Federa- 
tion of hewocratlc Tooth, claiming a combined membership of V) 
million, used as a mechanise to recruit and indoctrinate nee party 
cadres of able young nan free the free world., 

(Ii) The International Association of ■ Heme retie* lawyers, 
*\ioh »*» used ss a front to propagate the lie that we had employed 
bacteriological warfare in three, 

(5) The Woeen'a International Democratic Federation which we 
estimate east coat the Communist* sons six million dollars a year 
in the form of sending large delegations fro* soma forty different 
countries to various International nasties..

Where a strong motivating force la national, 
lam-as currently in part* of th* Middle U*., or in South A-rica, 
or even In th* Philippine.— the Co— uniats can poae as th# —at 
nationalistic of all— elegy# rea dy to halp stamp out imperialism- 
u»aesa It la th* particular kind of Imperialism *iieh it is their 
purpose to further. And when Soviet imperialism com* a face to f*c* 
with a revolt of people with sincere nationalist aspirations— then 
th* whole thing can be explained oo ground* that all th* revolu- 
tionist* ware puppet* being manipulated by th* ghost of Hitler.
